1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 5-3-10 has 
been entered. 

2. In view of the papers filed 5-3-1 0, it has been found that this nonprovisional 
application, as filed, through error and without deceptive intent, improperly set forth the 
inventorship, and accordingly, this application has been corrected in compliance with 37 
CFR 1 .48(a). The inventorship of this application has been changed by adding inventor 
John Downing. 

The application will be forwarded to the Office of Initial Patent Examination 
(OIPE) for issuance of a corrected filing receipt, and correction of Office records to 
reflect the inventorship as corrected.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 7, 8, 15, 17-20 and 22-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. Claim 7, line 2, cites "the single 
element sensor" however the antecedent basis is "single sensor element". This same 
type of problem also occurs in claim 15. Claim 8, line 4, cites "the templates" which it 
appears should be "the temporal templates". Claim 17, line 6, cites "the detection signal" 
however the antecedent basis is "single detection signal". This same type of problem 
also occurs in other locations of claim 1 7 as well as in claims 1 8 and 25. The last line of 
claim 18 cites "the threat" however the antecedent basis is "short-burn threat". Claim 22 
cites "..wherein the system is further operable to utilize detected short-burn threat is 
utilized.." however was this intended to state that the detected short-burn threat is 
utilized to reduce the search space of the artillery fire finder radar ? 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 



6. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

7. Claims 17-20 and 23-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. The claimed methods are not tied 
to a particular machine or apparatus and do not particularly transform a particular article 
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to a different state or thing. For example, claims 17, 18 and 25, cite "analyzing the 
detection signal as a function of time" which does not positively recite the particular 
machine or apparatus to which it is tied, for example by identifying the particular 
machine or apparatus that accomplishes the analyzing and does not positively recite the 
particular article that is being transformed to a different state or thing. 

8. Claims 1-6, 9-14 and 21 are allowed. 

9. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims rejected above have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
